The first was that only a climatic 
catastrophe, which to be feared had to 
occur within four or five days of the 
time he wrote—and eleven days have 
passed since then—could serve to ruin 
Canada’s chances of a wheat crop 
close upon 300,000,000 bushels.

This last virtu-e is, to Mr McKin¬ 
non’s mind, the most marked develop 
I ment on the iprairies in recent years 
1 while the next in importance to it is 
I the increased thoroughness in cul¬ 
tivation. The value of live stock as 
part of the pgricultuial scheme is be¬ 
coming more appreciated. Dairying is 
expanding into a prime industry. Mr 
McKinnon has no doubt that the 1 
horse is coming to its own again and 
he finds especial significance in this. 


If his statement that never have 
westerners had so much confidence in 
their future is somewhat of an exag¬ 
geration, the time cannot be far off 
when it will strictly true. Our in¬ 
dustry was never on a better basis 
than it is now and the results that 
will accrue from this must speedily 
put an end to any doubts which may 
still persist as to what the future has 
in store for us. The improvement in 
our economic situation which he finds 
is substantiated by other competent 
investigators.
